Tne Inquest. 


Sunday evening tit T o'clock the resi* 


lents of blocks two and three hundred 
in West Main street were startled by the 
ibarp report of a revolver, and people 
hurried eat ot their homes and gathered 
n little groups on lawns and on the side- 
walks along the street when it became 
mown that a man bod taken his lite by 
mtting a bulist in his brain. 


The suicide proved to be August 


IVegner, tbe German shoemaker, who has 
ieon doing cobbler work between drinks 
D tbe Mason property on West Main 
treet dnriog the pott ten or dozen years. 
The deed was committed at 248 West 


street, on the north eiae of the 


street, to which place Wegner bad moved 


week ago. Wegner had spent the day 


nt home, sitting in the front yard talking 
with his wite and the family occupying 
the nest aide ot the dwelling. He mode 
no sign of bis intent and to all outward 
appearances he *as not low-spirited. He 
seemed ae gay as ever, He partook of a 
iserty supper and then went out into 
;he back yard. He retimed and entered 
ihe sitting-room, tbe front door ot which 
was wide open. Mrs, Wegner was in an 
adjoining room reading a newspaper, 
Wegner took bis revolver and standing 
erect opposite tbe open door he put tbe 
mnzzle ot tho weapon close to hie head 
over tbe right eye and fired. He dropped 
to the floor and was dead when his wite 
reached bid side. A lady on a porch on 
tbe south side of tbe street saw the Hash 
ot tho pistol and saw Wegner drop. The 
oconpnats ot the dwelling heard the re- 
>ort but at flrat they believed a window 


fallen. When they heard the cries 


ot Mrs. Wegner they hastened to the 
room to learn that Wegner had killed 
limselt, 


THE INQCEST. 


This morning Coroner BenUure held 


tti« in(|uest at tbe place ot the fatality, 
William Meidermeyer serving as inter- 
preter for Mrs, Wegaer, who was tbe only 
witness. She did not witness the ahoot- 
,ng and knew nothing about it nntil she 
neard tbe report and then she supposed 
ner husband had flwrt the revolver ont 
of the door into tbe h.ick yard, Going 
'com b*r room into tbe sitting room she 
was horri&ed to find ber husband dead. 
The revolver was a 32-calibre, English 
Bull-dog pattern, and had been in Weg- 
ner'e possession 12 years. It was always 
kept in the bureau drawer. 
Mrs, Weg- 


ner gave it as ber opinion tknt tho fatal- 
ity was accidental She knew ot no 
reason why Wegner should kill himself. 
tie hiul not beea drinking on Sunday 
bnt was in gojd spirits throughout the 
day. 


The jurymen were Elijah Hampton, J. 


L. Adams, W. E. R. Kell, Clarence A. 
Wait, B. N. Adams and James Ho I linger, 
Tbo verdict was that the deceased came 
to his death by bis own hand.

It the sun's poeition were 
compared with well-defined stationary 
objects, however, it would be found thai 
that orb is farther north at the momeni 
ot its appearance and disappearance 
around tbe 20th or 31st of Jane than it ia 
ten or twelve daya earlier or later, enc 
that consequently its path above the 
horizon ie longer, and that it remains in 
the field of vision for a greater length o! 
time.

FN AHOTBBB COURT. 


This afternoon Mr. Trontman appear- 


ed in the role of a prosecutor in Justice 
Curtis' conrt, with Mr. Mills, Mr. Web- 
ber and Mr, Buckingham as his attorneys, 
He had Robert Bolderness and his wife 
arrested OQ a charge ot using abusive 
language and Mr. Boldernesi will also 
have to answer a charge of threetehin,; to 
kill Mr. Troutman.

The fact is notorious that the Union 


street sewer, which is five feet L»

cause, I have stopped up the outlet. Thm 
sewage ie in tbe sewer and cannot got 
out. Only the poisoned water M«v* 
through the heavy plank gate I ham 
built, and that water flows out over mf 
property. It ie causing me great annoy- 
ance and damage. I have built nine 
houses in that part of the city, and b*v* 
given the city streets and alley*, 8om* 
ot the people living in my houses tun* 
been sick, and doctors have oome down 
sod condemned the water in tn* wella, 
telling the people tbat the sewage Beep- 
ings poison the water and that it » 
dangerous to drink it. I have lost OM 
tenant because ot that sewer and I am 
likely to loee others. 
Unless the 


nuisance ie removed at once I shall begia 
suit against the city for 850,000 damage*- 
I mean business, and will not stand the 
outrage any longer," 


Mr. Bramble suggested that th« 


construction of a tile 200 feet across hk 
property at an expense ot 8190 would 
remove all trouble. The tile would carry 
oS tbe oveiflowin the sewer and remota 
the nuisance, and preserve the purity of 
tlis water io the wells. 


The indignation of Mr. Bramble is just. 


He has a right to complain. If the pres- 
ent arrangement continues, any jurr 
would award him handeome damages, 


And while the sewer ie stopped up 


parties using it will be liable to contract 
diseases from sewer gas. There is no 
opening or outlet. Lot the authorities 
act at once and settle the difficulty in 
tbe right way, either by extending the 
sewer, bnilding tbe overflow tite ss 6Ug- 
geated, or euspend further use ot the lat- 
erals and main sewer.

about eiity tuilee from Los Angeles.which 
he baa recently visited. He states tbat 
the amount ot ore ie beyond com pot a 
tion. Already sixty veins have oeen 
opened, some of them 11 feet thick, the 
average thickneeabeing from 4J^ to t> feet. 
Specimens of the ore bear 60 per cent, of 
metal tie tin—in Wales mines are worked 
where tne metal realized la bnt 1 per 
cent. The average in these mines, vrhich 
are known aa the Temescal, ia 10 per 
cent. At present only an eight-stamp 
mill ia operated, turning out about 20 
tons a toOBtb; bnt within a month the 
oat-put will be increased to 35 tone every 
totir weefce; and plans are perfected that 
will raise this production to 500 tons a 
month, within a year. The managers 
affirm that the vein is so thick that they 
can eueceeafaUy compete with the Welsh 
in the markets of the world. All thie is 
ot interest as a denial of the Democratic 
assertions that "no tin ie produced 
in this country," wining aa it does from 
a solid citiaen of Cobtornia who ie un- 
doubtedly well-known to many readers 
of this article as n former resident ot 
Illinois.—•Sprinyfield Journal.
